1 Services  provided  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council — 

(a)  At  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  Quarella  Road,  Bridgend 
(Tel.  No.  Bridgend  2515),  the  following  services  are  pro- 
vided : — 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Home  Nursing,  Chiropody, 
Home  Help,  School  Medical  and  Health  visiting.  These 
services  are  administered  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer. 


(b)  Mental  Health  Services — 

During  the  year  a new  Area  Mental  Office  was  established 
at  the  County  Council  Clinic  at  Elm  Crescent,  Bryntirion, 
Bridgend,  Tel.  Bridgend  5297.  It  is  an  advantage  to 
have  an  office  sited  in  the  Mid-Glamorgan  area  as  pre- 
viously all  urgent  requests  for  assistance  from  this  service 
were  routed  through  the  central  office  at  Cardiff. 

(c)  Ambulance  Service — 

The  Ambulance  Station  for  your  area  is  situated  at  the 
Ambulance  Centre,  Canal  Road,  Neath  (Tel.  No.  Neath 
3641). 


(d)  Welfare  Service — 

The  local  office  for  this  service  is  at  the  Cambria  House, 
Wyndham  Street,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.  Bridgend  3535). 
Officers  of  the  Welfare  Department  are  available  to  offer 
assistance  and  advice  to  those  in  need  of  hostel  accom- 
modation, the  blind  and  the  handicapped. 

In  the  Mid-Glamorgan  area  there  are  seven  County 
Council  Homes,  which  provide  accommodation  for  aged 
persons  of  both  sexes.  These  are  Craig-y-Parcau, 
Bridgend  (19M,  20F);  Moorlands,  Porthcawl  7M,  18F); 
Danygraig,  Porthcawl  (21 M,  12F);  Hyfrydol,  Maesteg

All  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  relating  to  water, 
milk  and  ice-cream  are  carried  out  for  your  area  by  the  Glamorgan 
County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 


6 —  Care  of  the  Aged 

(a)  As  is  permitted  by  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 

Section  31,  the  product  of  a penny  rate  is  made  available  to 
Old  Age  Pensioners’  Association  within  your  area.  The 
Associations  are  informed  that  the  money  available  to  them 
is  for  the  benefit  of  all  old  people  within  your  area  of  the 
Association  concerned. 
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(b)  Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 


This  Service  which  was  introduced  in  1966  has  continued 
to  maintain  its  popularity.  Meals  are  provided  twice  weekly 
to  handicapped  and  aged  persons  who  are  incapable  of  pro- 
viding meals  for  themselves.  The  numbers  show  very  little 
fluctuation  from  week  to  week  and  those  in  receipt  of  the 
meals  express  their  appreciation  of  the  Service  generally  and 
the  standard  of  the  meals  provided.  The  charge  to  the 
recipient  is  l/3d.  per  meal,  the  local  authority  contributing  the 
remainder. 

During  the  year  an  average  of  350  meals  were  provided 
each  week  and  the  annual  cost  was  £5,742. 


(c)  A further  aid  to  the  aged  is  provided  through  a donation 

of  £300  made  to  the  Porthcawl  Rest  Convalescent  Home 
which  enables  them  to  spend  a holiday  or  short  period  of 
convalescence  there.  In  recent  years  the  Rest  Home  has  been 
modernised  and  facilities  improved  and  all  those  who  visit 
praise  the  arrangements  which  exist  for  their  enjoyment.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


I. — Waler. 

The  statutory  water  undertaking  for  the  Rural  District  is  the 
Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  of  which  the  Council  is  a constituent 
authority  with  five  members  sitting  on  the  Board.  The  other 
constituent  authorities  are  Cowbridge  Borough,  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Bridgend,  Maesteg,  Porthcawl  and  Ogmore  and  Garw,  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Cowbridge. 

The  Board  serves  in  all  a population  of  approximately  144.000 
with  an  average  of  1\  million  gallons  a day  rising  to  8^  million 
gallons  a day  in  times  of  dry  weather. 

The  Board  owns  a number  of  sources  of  water,  both  surface 
and  underground,  throughout  its  area.  Penybont  receives  its 
supply  from  numerous  sources,  the  two  main  sources,  however,  are 
a soft  upland  water  from  the  head-waters  of  the  River  Ogmore 
and  its  tributaries  and  a hard  water  from  the  large  underground 
source  at  Schwyll,  near  Ogmore-by-Sea. 

There  are  24  dwellings  without  a mains  water  supply  ; these 
are  isolated  farms  or  dwellings  which  have  their  own  arrangements 
for  utilising  a nearby  water  source. 

There  are  no  stand  pipes  within  the  district,  each  house 
receiving  an  individual  water  supply. 

It  is  intended  in  coniunction  with  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  that  Schwyll  be  subject  to  fluoridation  during  1970. 


2.  — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  maior  part  of  your  district  is  adequately  sewered.  Where 
there  is  an  absence  of  sewers,  pail  closets  and  cesspools  are  in  use. 

3.  — Public  Clean-ling. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House  Refuse 
throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 

4.  — Cesspool  Cleansing. 

The  Council  have  four  cleansing  vehicles  and  provide  a free 
service  to  private  dwellings.  There  is  a variation  allowed  in  respect 
of  business  premises  such  as  public  houses,  etc.  In  all  cases  where 
cleansing  has  exceeded  38,000  gallons  per  year  appropriate  charges 
are  made.  Difficulties  are  being  experienced  in  maintaining  the 
service  due  to  man-power  problems  and  where  staff  are  frequently 
transferred  to  refuse  collection  duties. 
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Tabulated  Statement  of  Inspections 
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7. — Caravan  Sites, 

There  are  five  sites  established  in  the  area,  four  are  privately 
owned  and  licensed  by  the  authority.  These  are  Wig  Fach  352, 
Ogmore-by-Sea  150,  Kenfig  58  and  Danygraig  25.  Parts  of  the 
sites  at  Wig  Fach  and  Ogmore-by-Sea  are  occupied  by  residential 
caravans ; the  number  at  Ogmore-by-Sea  are  gradually  being 
reduced  and  will  be  replaced  by  holiday  caravans.  The  Heron- 
stone  site  is  owned  and  was  developed  by  the  Council  and  house 
60  families  in  residential  caravans. 

No  major  public  health  problems  occured  on  any  of  the  sites 
during  the  year. 


8. — Rodent  Control. 

A full  time  rodent  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  for 
the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice.  Private  householders’  complaints 
are  treated  free  of  charge  and  business  premises  are  covered  by 
an  all  in  charge  of  '10/-  per  hour.

Routine  inspections  of  shops  under  the  various  Acts  and 
Regulations  are  carried  out.  These  aspects  cover  the  hygiene  cen- 
tral of  display  and  sale  of  foodstuffs,  the  welfare  and  amenities 
provided  for  employees  and  generally  the  visits  serve  as  a useful 
contact  should  any  information  and  advice  be  required.

Court  Proceedings. 

It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  institute  proceedings 
against  several  persons  for  offences  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and 
Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  and  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

One  case  was  taken  in  respect  of  a restaurant,  three  in  respect 
of  mobile  food  shops  and  two  under  the  Public  Health  Act  where 
Nuisance  Orders  were  obtained  for  failure  to  comply  with  repair 
notices. 

One  case  was  instituted  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by 
Pests  Act,  for  failure  to  treat  or  to  allow  treatment  for  rat  infesta- 
tion. 


Fines  and  costs  totalling  £64  13s.  Od.  were  imposed  by  the 
magistrates.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Milk  today  is  one  of  the  safest  of  foods.  In  the  past  it  has 
been  responsible  for  many  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  outbreaks  of 
diseases  such  as  scarlet  and  undulent  fever.  This  security  has  been 
achieved  by  the  control  of  tuberculosis  in  the  dairy  herds,  the 
supervision  of  milk  production  and  the  heat  treatment  given  to  most 
of  the  milk  we  drink. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  is  carried 

out. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
are  responsible  for  the  sampling  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955.
